THE 
CABLE 
SYSTEM 


It Connects the Eastern Quarter 
With the City Center. 


The People Jubilant and theJ.City 
Gay with Flags and Decora­ 
tions of All Sorts. 


E ast Loe Angeles was made happy 
yesterday by the opening of the branch 
of the great cable system of street rail­ 
roads th at reaches that quarter of the 
city. 
Before referring to that notable 
event, it will be in order to develop in 
brief the history of that part of the city, 
and the present status of it in population, 
wealth and other elements of municipal 
existence. 
In a separate article in the 
H e r a l d of today may be fonnd a sketch 
of Dr. John S. Griffin and of his con* 
nection with the city on th e E ast Side. 
PassiDg this by then, a few grouped facts 
will explain how Eaet L ob Angeles h a s 
grown. 
Yesterday, when the H e r a l d 
reporter was looking at the procession of 
E ast Side children, he saw a familiar 
face. It was that of O. M. H ayden, an 
old-timer. “ C harlie,” said he, “ when did 
you come here?” 
“ W hy,” replied the 
veteran, “ I 
pastured sheep here as 
late as 1870. 
I came here long before 
th a t time. 
It was in 1858 that Dr. 
Griffin came in here. 
But in 1870 th e re 
was very little here.” 
It was probably about 1873 that H. M. 
Johnston, Esq., built his house in Eaet 
Los Angeles. 
That was the year the 
town was laid out. 
General K. H 
Chapm an m ust have built about the 
same time. 
Soon after H . M. Johnston 
planted an orange grove of twelve aeree. 
H e sold this about 1876 to A. B. Chap­ 
m an, Esq., for $9,000. 
In 1881 Mr 
Chapm an Bold the place to Ed. Schief- 
felin for $21,000, and the purchaser, wb<> 
had just sold the Tombstone mine ir 
Arizona for about $2,000,000, which wa 
divided between the two| Shieffelins an 
Richard G ird, now on the Chino, pr* 
sented the place to his father, who wtv 
then living near Jacksonville, in Rogu 
River valley, Oregon. 
I t was the ge; 
eral opinion that Mr. Chapm an hi< 
received

the place, $21,000.

the old mule team car line gave th« 
people of Eaet Los Angeles a better 
m eans of communication with the city. 
Eaet Ldb Angeles was always an at­ 
tractive section, and in 1875 the City 
W ater Company fcund it to be desirable 
to put their watc r mains ip there. 
Iu 
1877 8 the East Side ditch was rui; 
through there for irrigation purposes. 
Then came a big increase in population, 
but 
in 
1880 there 
were still only 
about 
300 
people 
ia 
th at 
part 
of 
tbe 
city. 
From 
tbat 
time 
the increase was rapid, and now there 
are between 7,000 and 8,000 souls there. 
So large was the population by the end 
cf the current decade that it was found 
necessary to put the great bridge over 
the river at Buena Vista street, and the 
district south of Downey avenne became 
so populous that a sim ilar bridge was 
found necessary at tbe K uhrts-streei 
croseiDg. 
A street car line was put on 
this street to carry the people south of 
Downey avenue to the center of business. 
In 1887 the Garvanza W ater Company 
put their mains into E ast Los Angeles 
to supply water to the great num ber of 
people living there. 
Now comes the 
climax in this growth in the introduction 
of a branch of tbe great cable road svs- 
tera, which is proving so great a comfort 
to all sections of the Angelic City. 
The 
East L ob Angeles branch of the road, 
even under the mule team dispensation, 
is reported to be the best paying one Id 
the system. 
It will be much more re 
m uuerative with the rapid and commod­ 
ious cabio car system .

ings in this quarter of the citv, rented 
premises being used aa a fifth public 
school. The Board of Education is now 
busy in selecting sites and preparing 
plans for three new schools, which will 
give th • East Side seven public schools. 
There are also one or two private school-i 
of excellent repetition in this quarter of 
the city. 
All tbe -eecret societies have strong 
lodges on Die east sid«, and hold their 
meetings sn thoir oVn halla in that sec­ 
tion of the city. The MaBona, Odd Eel 
lows, Knights of Pythias, Grand Army, 
S el# t K nights, A. O. U. W., etc.,etc., 
are ail well represented on the Easf 
Side. 
So also from a businesa point of 
view all the branches are well repre­ 
sented cn the E ast side. There aie the 
East Side Bank and the postoffics; there 
are dry goods stores and groceries; there 
are butcher shopa and coal yard»*; there 
are livery stables and restaurants along 
the streets, as if East Los Angelas were 
an independent city, and such it is to ait 
intents and purposes. 
So rapid has been the growth of this 
rection of the city that it has been 
difficult to keep pace in improvements 
with the dem ands made by the in­ 
creased numbers of people. W ithin 1 e 
Taat four yearn there have been probe;b y 
twenty five tniles of streets graded, side 
walked and cu rb ed . 
This section of the 
city has been adm irably lighted with 
electric lights, and in all respecta it íh 
fully abreast with the very beat portions 
of Lob Angeles in ull the features that go 
to make up city life.

Downey avenue has always been the 
principal Btreet of E ast Los Angeles. It 
reaches from the river crossing in an al­ 
most easterly direction to the city limits 
on th a t aide. The cable is laid and 
operated on this street from the river

Oa Vignes avenue, 
near Downov, is a very pretty home 
owneil and 
occupied by 
Alexander 
Cherrey. It is just off Downey avenue. 
Near the corner uf Gates street. At 1225 
Downey avenue, ia the home of W. H. 
RuBseil, one of the railroad 
colony, 
which íb very numerous in E ast Loa An­ 
golés. 
Like the house swallows in Mac­ 
beth, the railroaders are keen in pickirg 
out salubrious air to nest their broods in. 
They think they find all they want in 
East Los Angeles. 
A lot of them w ill 
be found before the trip through the 
East Side is finished. The next street 
that crosses the avenue 
is Hunden. 
When Dr. Griffiu laid out the towa be 
remembered all the old-timers, and put 
honored names on the streets. 
At the 
corner of this the old .mule stables are 
being demolished atid houses for the 
shelter of the cars going up in their plac*. 
To the north of the avenue, perched 
close to the sunny hills, George S. S.tf- 
ford, Henry W O’Molveny and Sherman 
Edge have their very attractive hornea. 
The shea are very eligible, and the 
housaa -re handsome and surrounded 
with beautiful grouods. On this street 
there are numerous fine residencea at all 
points. 
The next street is Hancock, 
named after General W. 8. Hancock, 
who was for years a resident of the 
Angolic City, and a great friend of Dr. 
Griffin. 
Oa one corner of this is the 
handsome residence uf H. B Dibble, 
oce of the promising young bueinesa 
men of the city. Two other corners aro 
occupied hv handsome houses, owned by 
John E . Yoakum. On the hill at the 
north end of Hancock street, on a fine

And here the reporter is obliged to go 
back and catch up a lost stitch. 
In elab­ 
orating his notes he has miased one of the 
fiucst residences on the East Side. 
It is 
that of the Embodye at 1,102 Downey 
avenue. 
The Embodyg are the East 
Side bankers. They take great interest 
In educational m atters, church affairs 
and all th at concerns that, quarter of the 
city. A nother slip made is the omission 
to mention the beautiful residence of H. 
O. Sigler at the corner of South Sichel 
street and H awkins. 
There are few 
finer homes in the city. At 810 Downey 
avenue is the pretty home of Dr. E. 
Aiken, and next door is th at of Joshua 
Dean. 
Opposite is the residence of G. F. 
Twis8. 
Near by are 
the 
residences 
of the Messrs. Cook and Henderson. 
At the corner of Daly street and the 
avenue is the fine home of another Mr. 
Cook. On Daly, north of the avenue, is 
the home of Mrs. Sutton, a fine resi­ 
dence. 
At 710 Downey avenue is a place 
that should attract attention in any city 
in the world. 
O is the site of a very 
modest cottage, the home of Colonel 
George Butler Griffin, aud it is only a 
little more in area than an ordinary city 
lot; but on that bit of ground are 300 
specimens of rare and beautiful trees and 
shrubs. 
From Ilellm an street to the bridge 
the avenue íb nearly all devoted to busi­ 
ness. This branch will be noted later 
on. 
Getting off the avenue a little while, 
many fine residences are found on all 
the streets, whatever way one wanders. 
Joe Mesmer is one of the enterprising 
citizens of the E ast Side. 
He has a 
beautiful home on Chestnut street, south 
of the avenue. 
On Darwin avenue is the 
cosy home of Jerry Baldwin, an old- 
tim er in this quarter of the city. The 
corner of C hestnut street and Pasadena 
is adorned by the pretty home of Jam es 
Hanley, one of the pioneers of th e E ast

any section of the city. It has miles of

A shrew d m an and got the best of the 
bargain. W ithin four years the 8chieff 
elins cut the twelve acres into lots 
and sold a portion off for probably 
$50,000. The tract cat into about seventy 
lots, and they are worth today w ithout the 
im provements on them $75,000. 
In these old days when the town 
was new, in (he early seventies, Mr 
Johnston ran a little stage to convey 
the inhabitants back and forth to the 
city. All old-timers rem ember Billy 
Hughes, the Jehu who drove th e team. 
I t was near tbe end of the decade when

ones, and they are used by large and do 
vout congregations who are served by ac­ 
tive and earnest pastors. 
In school accommodations East Loe 
Angeles is as well provided as in churches 
There are fear good pabilo school build- 


a distance eastward of one and a quarter | 
miles. 
Along this avenue nearly all the 
business of the quarter is dona, and 
nearly all the best residences are there 
too. It is a notably 
fine street. 
From 
the 
mom ent one crosses the 
river 
he 
notices 
all the 
way 
along 
cosy 
cottages, 
line residences 
aud 
homes that look like the abodes of de­ 
cidedly prosperous people. 
One feature 
cf E ast Los Augelea whether on this 
street or the others, is tire am plitude of 
the residence lots. All che gardens are 
glowing with bright flowers or laid down 
in velvety grass; the shrubs of this 
quarter vie with and eclipse in their 
luxuriance those of every other part of 
the 
AngelicC ity. Floral bowers and 
umbrageous shades surround aud beau­ 
tify to an ideal degree nearly all the 
houses of the East Side. 
The fact that East Los Angeles has at­ 
tractions as a place of residonco is fully 
evidenced by ibe great num ber of people 
of taste who have selected it as a home. 
Beginning *t the head of the avenue, the 
hill to rhe left or north is crowned by the 
magnificent home of Baron Rogniat. 
House, grounds, and all the surround­ 
ings are on a largo scale, and all is laid 
out and finished in a Btyle of elegance 
rarely attained in a semi-suburban villa, 
as this is. 
It is noted as one of the 
finest places in or about Los Angeles on 
any side. To the south of the avenue, 
crowning another hill, is the residence ol 
William iiolgata. 
It is a beautiful spot 
on a commanding eminence, surrounded 
with fine trees and shrubs. 
Near by, at 
the south end of Alta street, the first 
street at that end crossing Downey ave­ 
nue, is the residence of Mr. 
Louie 
Vjgnee. 
Here is absolutely one of the 
finest sites in the wide world for a resi­ 
dence. 
It commands a view of the whole 
city of Los Angeles, of the mountains to 
the north and east, and of the broad 
plains to the south and west. 
This is 
adorned with a fine residence in tbe 
most modern style, and the grounds are 
laid out with much taste. This trio of 
residences would be difficult to m atch in 
all respects in any citv. At the corner of 
Alta street is the old home of W. B. 
Pritchard, so long known in Lob Angeles. 
The family is now in San Luis Obispo 
county, and the homestead is now the 
home of Colonel A. J . King. The fine 
trees of ten oc fifteen years’ growth, aud 
the beautiful shrubbery are noticed with 
admiration by all who pass. 
Oppo­ 
site on the north side of Downey 
avenue ia the homo of Ii. M. Johnston, 
Eeq. This is one of th e oldest places in 
E ast Los Augelea, and the fine palms 
and other trees testify to the thrift with 
which all vegetation grows in this eunny 
spot. The ample verandas are all aglow 
these November days with thousands of 
morning-glories, that remind one of an 
eastern June day. 
At the corner of 
Thom as street on the avenue are two very 
pretty houses, one with an ornate stone 
foundation. They «re ¿he homes of F. 
B. 
Stnrges and A. Sturges. 
These gen­ 
tlem en came here five years ago, and 
were so impressed with the beauty of 
East Loa Angelas that they preferred to 
buy at tbat point than on Figueroa 
street.

nor of this is occupied by the fioe house 
of Edwin Kempton, an attorney who has 
recently come to the city. 
Nearly op­ 
posite is the residence cf Mr. Ails worth. 
On another corner of Griffin avenue and 
Downey is the Griffin business block, ine 
ground floor of which is occupied by the 
East Los Angeles brauch postoffice, and 
a flue grocery store kept by F. L. Floyd. 
North Griffin avenue is one of the very 
tony residence sections of the city of Loa 
Angeles. The houses of Mrs Speedy 
and of the Measra. F . Bacon, J . D. 
Hooker, G. Gilbert Dexter, Police Com­ 
missioner, M. D. Johnson, the City Treas­ 
urer, and a great host of others are here. 
From the Mission road to the hills Griffin 
avenue is aligned nearly all the way with 
chavming homes. The corners of Sichel 
street aud Downey avenue are 
all 
m arked by nobby, handsome residences. 
The first built, aud one not to be 
eclipsed at any stage of progress, is that 
of William Laqy, Ltq. 
House, grounds 
aud ornam ents are all artistic yet home 
like to the highest degree of perfection. 
Opposite is the house of Robert A. C. 
Wilson, E-q, 
Mr. Lacy built his hand­ 
some residence at an early period in the 
history of East Los Angeles, and Mr. 
Wilson erected his at a time sufficiently 
early to show that he had a lively faith 
in

of 
this 
quarter 
of the city. 
A 
third 
corner 
of 
these 
avenues 
is 
occupied 
by 
the new and very handsome residence of 
Mrs. Schieffelin." It is an excellent com­ 
panion picture to the fine houses on the 
other corners. Ün North Sichel, directly 
adjoining the Sehieffolin grounds is the 
pretty cottage home of Mr. E . B. Gran 
din. For half a mile along Sichel street 
to the Arroyo Seco, there is a notable 
collection of fine residences. 
Next to 
the Graudin home is that of H. S. Knapp, 
one of the deputies of the County Clerk. 
Opposite is the fine residence of S. B. 
McKee. 
Further north is u beautiful 
home ownod and occupied by W. C. 
Fillmore. 
Mr. Fillmore is another of 
the railroad colony. 
He is one of the 
distinguished family of the nam e in the 
Southern Pacific corps. This cne is a 
conductor on the Yuma r jute. 
Still fur­ 
ther south is another artistic home, that 
of J. V. Wachtel. 
W ith ample grounds 
adorned with beautiful shrubs ana flow­ 
ers, the Fillmore and the Wachtel houses 
would ba notable in any locality where 
fine homes abound. Oa the next block 
is the fine house of FraLk E. Prior, also 
a member of the railroad colony domi­ 
ciled

merely recounting the pretty homes 
on Sichel street, in pretty East Los An­ 
geles. 
At 913 Downey avenue liveB Dr.

At 908 Downey 
avenne. on the opposite side of the 
street, is the handsome home of another 
M.re. Potts, the widow of the late Peter 
Potts, one of the pioneers of Tustin City 
and one of the most respected men iu 
the county, who died a few months ago. 
On one corner of Downey avenue and 
Workman street ia the home of Daniel J. 
Carr. The power-honse of the cable 
company is on another corner, while still 
a third £• adorned by the residence of Dr.

ney, the Deputy Cuuoty Clerk, who pre­ 
sides 60 gracefully over the marriage 
bureau at the courthouse. 
On the cor­ 
ner of Wells street and Daly is th e ele­ 
gant residence and fine grounds of G. 
W. Peachy. 
On South Trum an street, 
near the avenue, 
is 
the beautiful 
home of J. A. Muir, chief of the big rail­ 
road colony of the East Side. 
It is one 
of the prettiest places in pretty East Loa 
Angelea. 
On Griffin avenne, south of 
Downey, is the residence of John R. 
Scott, one of the most promising young 
lawyers in the city. 
Near by, on the 
corner of Hawkins street, is the residence 
of C. J. Fox, the shorthand reporter. 
Getting back once more to the avenue, 
on the corner of W ater street, near the 
bridge, is tbe residence of Mra. Crowley. 
On South Hayes, just off the avenue, is 
the home of A. H. Seecatz, still another 
m ember of the railroad colony. 
Next 
off the avenue at 16 H ayes street is the 
residence of John H . Simpson, the artis­ 
tic tailor of Los Angeles. 
On the corner 
of Hayee street is one of the prettiest 
homes on the East Side. It ia th e resi­ 
dence 
of 
Thomas 
M eredith, 
the 
father 
of 
the 
popular 
Coroner 
of 
Los 
Angelea 
county. 
It 
is 
thickly set w ith beautiful trees and 
shrubs. 
At 307 Downey avenue is the 
pretty cottage of Dr. F. W. Steddon. 
Near by is the Cable villa, owned by 
Mrs. Bower and being greatly improved. 
A t

is 
a 
pretty 
residence, 
owned and occupied by Mr. Robinaon, a 
mining man with large interests a t Ac­ 
ton. 
General Chapm an’s place is just 
above on the avenue, at the corner of 
W alnut. 
At the corner of Heilman 
street and the avenue is Campbell’s Hall, 
built when East Los Angeles began first 
to grow, and still occupied by the society 
' 
ges of the East Side. 
Here cloEe to­ 
gether on the avenue are the pretty 
homes of 
three doctors, Shoemaker, 
W hitworth and Wagstaff. 
Opposite on 
the 
avenue are 
the offices of 
the 
two East Side papers. 
They are the 
Champion 
and 
the 
Exponent, 
two 
sprightly weeklies. 
At the corner of 
South Daly street and Shieffelin avenue 
is 
the 
handsome house of W illiam 
Viokrey, Freeident of the EaBt Side 
Bank, and one of the most enterprising 
citizens of Los Angeles on either Bide of 
the river. 
But one might go on for a week w rit­ 
ing up the pretty homes in this beautiful 
quarter of the city. The above must 
suffice as mere sam ples of hundreds of 
otherB like them .

A s soon as the iron arrived 
the work was pushed as rapidly as 
possible, and the date set for the open­ 
ing of the Dow ney-avenue cables and 
the operation of the East Side power 
house. 
T he change of nam e of the companv 
from the Los 
A neles Cable R ailw ay 
Company to th e Pacific Railway Com ­ 
pany took place ou th e 8th of October. 
This practically changed it from a com ­ 
pany lim ited to a capital of $1 500,000, to 
one with a capital of $2,500,000.

A. Gottlieb & C o.,of Chicago,were 
the contractors/ 
Tho total length of the viaduct froto the 
depression p n lb y s at one end to those at 
the other is 1,535 feet. 
The approaches 
m easure 75 feet at each end. 
Tho in­ 
cline is steep, but not more eo than some 
of the grades on the Second-street, hill. 
The viaduct is supported by 19 large 
posts, each of them 22 feet in length and 
5 feet wide at the road level. 
A t the 
narrowest part they are 3 feet in width, 
and they are 12 inches thick. 
There are 
29 sm all posts 2C ieet <» inches long, and 
12 inches square. 
Along the sid e of the viaduct run two 
handrails. 
These are at a h eigh t of 26 
feet, and the width of the viaduct b e­ 
tw een them is 21 feet.

T he engine*-room contains two 500 horse­ 
power H azleton tripod boilers, each 10 
feet in diam eter and 44 feet high. W ithin 
these are 1,600 tubes, each 4 inch es in 
diam eter and 36 inches long. The weight 
of the whole when filled w ith water is 
144,000 
pounds. 
These boilers are entirely shut in by 
an im m ense m ass of brickwork in the 
form of a truncated cone. 
The distance 
from the floor to the top is 85 feet. 
In 
th e construction of 
these there were 
used 10,000 fire-brick and 100,000 com ­ 
mon brick. 
The fires 
are fed by the R >oney 
m echanical stokers, a great saving both 
of labor and of fuel. 
There are six in 
the power-house, three for each boiler, 
as appears in Ike sketch accom panying 
this article. 
The hoppers suspended 
over the stokers have a capacity of 16 
tons each, and in th e boiler-room there 
is storage room for 96 tons. 
All the water w hich goes into the 
boilers is passed through the H azel ton 
purifier to relievo it of the mineral im ­ 
purities which would clog u d the valves. 
Tne foundation of the boilers is a solid 
concrete block 8 feet thick, 38 feet wide 
and 6S feet long. 
Two hundred barrels 
of cement were used in its construction, 
and the cost was $1,600. 
The apparatus of the boiler-room is in 
duplicate throughout, so that if any acci­ 
dent should happen to any p u l, the fires 
already laid under th e other boiler could 
be started, and the m achinery continued 
in operation. Once a m onth it is planned 
to change from one boiler to the other, 
so that both m ay bo al ways in working 
order. 
The engine rooms are planned so that

The trip over this viaduct w ill always 
be a favorite one w ith people w ho ride 
on the street cars for mere pleasure—and 
the num ber of these is m uch largor than 
the average busy individual would aap- 
pose. 
From the front seats of the grip 
one m ay look dow n upon th e cable, for 
the track is not covered, and see how it 
operates. 
One m ay also enjoy an ex cel­ 
lent view of the surrounding country as 
he rides along.

Tho m achinery in the 
Grand-avenus Power H ouse w eighs 549 
tons; that in Boyle H eights w eighs 448 
tons, and that in the D owney aveuue 446 
tons. 
The weight of the track rails is 
1,444 tons, and that of the slot rails 1,444 
tons, of the cross-overs 64,'2 tons, and of 
the y okes 2,919 tons. 
Tho straight track m easures 99,328 


from start to finish. 
W ith the most per­ 
fect sm oothness train after train m oved 
off, 
passed through the city am id the 
cheers of the populace, rode over the 
viaduct, over the bridge and followed 
one another until all th e hundreds of 
people reached the head of D ow ney ave­ 
nue, where a platform and other prepara­ 
tions had been m ade for speeches and 
m usic, ending with the poetic effusion. 
At tho east end c f the Dow ney avenue 
bridge all the people of th e E ast Side 
were gathered in thou anda to welcom e 
in the long trains of cars full of people. 
Further up, the school children to the 
number of 1,000 at least were in line, 
boys on one sid e and girls on the other of 
the track. 
This array of the bright hu­ 
man buds of promise of th e East Side 
marched all the way up the avenue, each 
bearing a beautiful bouquet of choice 
flowers, all East Los A ngeles products. 
These were all deposited around the pil­ 
lars of the arches at the end of the cable 
road, as a tribute from th e children to 
Col. Robinson and to his great cable sy s­ 
tem . ^ A list of the children who took 
part in this portion of the celebration of 
so auspicious a day for Los A ngeles, is 
printed in the foregoing columm» of this 
article. 
It m ay not be quite com plete, 
but it is very formidable indeed. 
A s soon as the floral gatherings of tho 
children had been deposited in place, the 
officers of the day took their places on 
the platform and the programme of a 
literary nature, arranged for the day, 
was duly rendered.

Heretofore the only great drawback 
which existed aa regards what was other­ 
wise on9 of th e m ost beautiful spots on 
earth—E ast Loa A ngeles, was that toe 
street-car line leading to this section 
passed through and over a network of 
railway tracks. 
In the short distance of 
a quarter of a m ile the car track crossed 
the Southern Pacific track twice, and 
continued along th e sid e of it moat of the 
way. At the river, before the new bridge 


feet, the viAduct has 3,070 feet, the 
bridges 3,304, tho curve» 2,010 and rhe 
pits 562; m aking u total of 108,274 feet 
or 20)ii m iles. 


It m ust not be forgotten that the 
horse car system of this com pany, run 
in connection w ith th e cable system , is 
an affair of considerable m agnitude. Its 
m ileage, for exam ple, lacks but little of 
being equal to that which is operated by 
the cable. 
The Aliso-Htreet line is 158 
m iles in length, tho Olive-street 4.28 
the W ashington-street 8.08, the Ninth- 
street 1.74 «ud the K uhrts-street 2.86 
This makee a total of 18.54 m iles against 
the 20 50 m iles of the cable system .

car system there are in use 288 horses

Mr. Sherm an Page, tho Master of Cere­ 
m onies, then intfoduced to th e people 
Dr. John S. Gridin, the founder of E ast 
Los A ngeles. 
The doctor said in sub­ 
stance: 


M y F r i e n d s : 
This is h great event. 
None of us who, years ago, began to 
make im provem ents on this side of the 
river ever dreamed of seeing anything 
like w hat we see today. 
Some of you 
perhaps m ay be interested in a very 
short account of what was done here so 
many years ago. 
In February, 1863, 
Dr. J. C. W elch and m yself petitioned 
the City Council to sell us 300 acres of 
land on this aide. 
Some of them seem ed 
to be afraid there was a job iu it, so it 
was decided that we be not allow ed to 
bay the 300 acres, but that we m u B t buy 
the w hole tract of city land on this side 
of th e river. 
There were 2,000 acres of 
it. 
T hey sent a German Baron over 
to survey tho land, and he saw over 
2.000 
acres of it. 
It was put up at 
auction, and Dr, W elch and I were ad­ 
judged to be tho highest and best bid­ 
ders, so it was knocked dow n to us. 
W e 
did not know where to get the m oney to 
pay for it. 
It cost $1,014, a big sum of 
m oney for that tim e. 
We bought 
the 
laud for a sheep pasture and stocked i t 
with sheep. 
There was not m uch m oney 
in ir. 
In 1867 I bought out m y partner, 
paying him $1 an acre for h is interest. 
A ! the people who know us thought I 
a as cinched iu the bargain. 
In 1870 m y nephew and m yself had a 
hom e erected. 
It w as iu the Schieffelin 
tract, where F. H . N ew ell now lives. T he 
r une year we fenced 1,000 acres of the 
land and went to ra,i?iug barley. 
There 
was not 
m uch 
m oney 
in 
that. 
In 
1868 th e City W ater 
Com panv 
was 
founded. 
I took a good deal of interest 
in that, and I hoped at som e tim e to set 
them to work in water m ains on this 
side. 
Then 1 began to hope that som e 
u \y we m ight be able to have a little 
’ wn over here. 
After getting the ditch 
in hero, and the water m ains laid in the 
streets, in 1875 we doeided to lay out a 
town site. 
I see here some of th e m en 
who were with us in those early under­ 
takings. 
Here is H ayden am ong those 
present. 
I do n ot 
see 
Ledbetter. 
He 
built 
tho 
first 
bridge 
over 
the 
river. 
Tnen 
there 
was 
Mr. 
H ughes and B illy. 
H e drove the 
first conveyance for people that ran to 
this sid e. 
It was an old om nibus. 
Th§ 
Legislature passed a bill allow ing the 
Supervisors to give $300 of county m oney, 
to be increased by an equal sum from 
the city. 
Before this we had to wade 
the river. 
We all took off our shoes and 
waded. 
Tne ladies did so, too. 
Charlie 
H ayden h a s seen them often sit down 
and take off their shoes and wade the 
stream . 
And now we hava this great cable road 
to carry us over the river and back. 
It 
is a great thing. 
Let us not rest here. 
Let us be stirring and get som e other 
great im provem ents iu here. 
Let us 
work togeth er; let us join hands. 
The 
High School was to be built on th e hill, 
hut the people of the W est End did not 
like that. 
They wanted to drag it off 
to the race:rack or som ew here.

After Dr. Griffin had finished, amid 
the applause of all the people, Colonel 
J. C. R obinson, th e Superintendent of 
the cable system , w as presented to the 
audience. 
Ho spoke on the road and its 
aim s a s follow s: 
Fellow citizen* o f Lo» Angeles.- 
L a d i e s a n d G e n t l e m e n — It is difficult 
for m e to find words with which to ex ­ 
press my feelings upon this occasion. 
You are today celebrating the con­ 
sum m ation of a great enterprise. 
This 
line w hich has just been opened, uniting 
East Los Angeles with bands of steel 
closely to the parent city, practically 
forms tho last link in our important sys- • 
tem. 
Presently traiuB w ill be run on the 
rem aining branches 
connecting 
your 
bornee w ith the parks on the weet, then 
you w ill have the facilities afforded you 
of the enj >yment of through trains every 
few 
m inutes to m iles away 
without 
chango of car or additional fare. 
To all intenta and purposes, the cable 
system of Los A ngeles, th e greatest—yes, 
I may say the greatest in m any of its 
features—is completed. But the pleasure 
of this day haa for m e one alloy, Presi­ 
dent C . B. H olm es, of Chicago, th e gen­ 
tlem an to whose daring enterprise Loa 
A ngeles owes her perfect cable system , 
and E ast Los Angeles her new cable 
road, 
the gentlem an w hose far-seeing 
confidence in the future of this city has 
led him and his colleagues in Chicago to 
invest their m illions here, is not w itn us. 
The building of the system has been a 
great undertaki ng,— difficulties have been 
ccountered that were undream ed of by 
tboBe who projected it, difficulties that 
had they been thoroughly understood in 
the ftret instance, would have appalled 
those who set out to construct these 
roads. 
That these difficulties have been 
overcom e let our presence here today at­ 
test. 
I believe that none present will dispute 
the assertion that East Los Angeles is 
the largest residential suburb of the city. 
The cab le com pany 
has 
appreciated 
that fact, and w e have know n that som e, 
very m any indeed, of the residents of 
thin beautiful section, have felt that they 
had fair grounds for com plaint, because 
theirs was the last of tbe trunk lin es to 
be com pleted and thrown open to the 
public. 
The service in the past has been 
as good as we could m ake it under the 
circnm siances, but it has not been what 
your n ecessities dem and nor what we 
should like to have given you. 
We have regulated the m ules to the 
side streets now, and your service will be 
surpassed, I prom ise you, by none other 
iu the city. 
But you m ust blam e neither 
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the company nor myself with the delay 
that has occurred. 
Possibly ma tera are 
the better now for that delay. 
You are 
all doubtless fam 'liur'w ith the necessity 
th at arose, and arose unexpectedly. for 
urgency in the completion of the Firat 
street bridge. 
Even with that necessity, 
the 
Downsy-avenue 
bridge 
was not 
neglected, and work on it was pushed 
rapidly forward. 
It was the San Fernandostreet via­ 
duct, that unique piece of cable eng'uoer- 
ing, the counterpart of which exists no­ 
where in the world, that lias held us 
back. I t was the will of God, not that 
of the cable company, that caused the 
delay in giving East Los Angeles rapid 
transit. 
I utrer no sacrilege in saying 
this. 
Do not, for one mom ent suppose 
th at I desire to parade a “ skeleton a t the 
feast,” if I draw yonr recollection back 
to the memorable Johnstown disaster.

For aught I know it was lae last great 
piece of work done at that unfortunate 
city in tyie Conemaugh valley. Tne 
great disaster came and the flood delayed 
the shipm ent of our material. 
East Los 
Angeles you see suffered directly by that 
visitation of death, as the whole world 
suffered ind'rectly. 
The fates were against us, but ev6n 
with the various and vexatious delays 
our 
contractore and engineers are, I 
think, entitled to credit: They worked 
a force of m en night and day upon the 
structure. 
The m aterial arrived here on 
Monday of one week, and within the fol­ 
lowing month it wae in place, and within 
forty-oight hours of its actual completion 
the viaduct is in operation. 
Assuredly 
this 
was good spaed. 
We have tri­ 
um phed now over fate and the elements. 
Let 
trium ph 
be 
an 
earnest 
of the glorious 
future 
that awaits 
E ast Los Augeles, 
and 
the 
whole 
city. 
Lei us look forward to the day 
when this shall be the metropolis of á 
great em pire of the Southw est; when 
there shall be a forest of chim neys along 
the Los Angeles river, a water way for 
our shipping direct to the Pacific, when 
there shall be beautiful homes embow­ 
ered in trees upon every hillside, when 
your children shall have grown up into 
beautiful women as their mothers are 
and strong and able men as their fathers 
are, and when there shall be as perfect a 
system of transit to all parts of the city 
as ha9 this day been given to the East 
Side. 


M a y o r H a z a r d ’* N p e e c li. 
Hon. H enry T. H azard, Mayor of the 
city, was then introduced, and he made 
a very flowery address on the city of Los 
Angelea. 
A evnopsis of it follows: 


L a d i e s 
a n d 
G e n t l e m e n — This is a 
grand event, not only in the history of 
E ast Los Angeles, not only in the his­ 
tory of Los Angeles, hut in the history 
of the whole of Southern California. 
Here is destined to be the greatest city 
of m odern times. 
In the visions of 
youth, when I scaled the high mountain 
tops and looked down over East Los An­ 
geles and beheld here a sheep pasture, 
and over 
on 
tho 
other 
side 
of 
the river the little town of that day, 
1 did not dream of the revelations of 
this day. 
Here we have the greatest 
mechanical achievem ents of 
the day 
brought to bear to give ns this splendicl 
system, whose setting in operation we 
are here to celebrate. Iu the past, in 
the days when the enterprises to make the 
city were begun, there wera three great 
men whoBe names always rise up before 
my mind. Two of them rest beneath 
the sod in the beautiful land they loved 
so well. 
One of them is still with us— 
I refer to G eneral Phineas Banning of 
W ilmington, to Don Benito Wilson of 
San Gabriel, and to Dr. John S. Griffin 
of East Los Angeles. 
Dr. Griffin's grey 
hairs connect us with the past. He 
never was wanting in any undertaking 
for the furthering of the interests of the 
section. 
He stands here and preaches 
to us to day 
in 
eloquent 
speech 
of 
w hat we 
m ay achieve in the 
future. 
After his eloquent speech I do 
not desire to detain you long. But Los 
Angeles is greatly favored at this time. 
I look hack to the tim e when the found­ 
ers of Chicago began their groat work. 
I look now to the great city they have 
built by the lakeside. I had a letter 
from th e Mayor of New York the other 
day asking me to do all I could to secure 
the world’s fair for that city. I wrote 
back to him that 1 would have to do 
w hat lay in my power for the great city 
of the WeBt. 
I w ant Chicago to have 
the fair. The people of that great city 
in looking about for a place to invest 
their capital where it will earn them the 
largest returns, have selected Los An­ 
geles. They have come here to spend 
millions of their money, and the result 
is this splendid 
system 
of 
cable 
roads. 
They knew that here is to be 
the great city of the future. Those who 
come here come to stay 
If any one’s 
path leads him to this sunny clime of 
Los Angeles, wiih its flowers that bloom 
on the hillsides, he will stay here. Let 
but our future keep pace with the past 
in all lines of development and the city 
will soon be the fgreatest on the Coast. 
And when I look upon this great cable 
system I see always that its success, tbe 
perfection of its m anagem ent is due in a 
large measure to the great executive 
ability of Mr. Robinson. 
The eloquent. Mayor said much more 
th at was good, but the reporter is just 
rem inded that space is being filled up, 
and he has to stop here. 


B a c k w a r d a n d F o r w a r d . ^ 
The next m atter on the. programme 
was a poem by D. G ilbert Dexter. I t is 
as follows:

T he last thing on the programme was 
i\ speech on the “ East Side” by General 
R. H . Chapman. After the cutting up of 
¡he land iuto city lots, General Chap­ 
man built the first house on Downey 
avenue. He has lived there continu­ 
ously ever since. He said : 
L a d ik s a n d G e n t l e m e n — I have very 
little to add to the eloquent speeches that 
have already been made. 
I will say a 
few words about the past and the pres­ 
en t of East Los Angeles, and trust to 
yonr indulgence, after the eloquent ro- 
m arks of those who have preceded me. 
We are to be congratulated on this au­ 
spicious occasion. 
We are no longer out 
ot the world. 
We are no longer cut oft 
from 
civilization. 
I do not know 
that 
we 
lost much 
by being cut 
off. 
We 
have 
about everything 
here we could deBire. 
If the other side 
keep on refusing as the High School, re­ 
fusing us everything, all'we ask is that 
they cut us off altogether. 
If they will 
keep bands off and let us alone, we wiil 
get all these things for ourselves. 
But this is a great thing for us all. We 
can remember in old times the big 
stretch of sandy road that lay between 
here and the city. 
It stretched from the 
river to the mill—the Stevens & Scott 
Mill it was then, the Capitol Mills now. 
It was ankle deep in sand. 
There was 
no bridge on the river. 
We all had to 
wade. 
We coaid not swim. 
The water 
was not deep enough excepting in flood 
tim e, and then we did uot care to try it. 
We were poor on the E ast Side then. 
Few of us had baggies; two or three 
in all, perhaps. 
There were plenty of 
horses in Dr. Griffin’s pasture, but they 
wore hard to ride—they were broncos. 
I will toll you an incident in my own 
history. 
(H ere a voice called out, “ W as 
it when you were Btood up?” ) 
The 
General stated that it was not. 
H e said 
a great deal of misstatem ent was afloat 
in the community on this head. 
Some 
of these m isstatem ents had got into 
print. 
Charlie Hayden had told this 
story iu a distorted way. Colonel Ayers, 
of the 
H e r a l d , hud also told of the 
event in the same sort of a distorted 
way. It had been stated that the General 
had taken some beer on this memorable 
occasion. The General appealed to his 
reputación as a complete vindication from 
these false reports. The General kepi 
two large flat stones, one on each side of 
the river. On one of these he sat to take 
off his shoes, preparatory to wading the 
river. On the other he eat to put them 
on again. One night he came down to 
the ford. It had been raining and the 
water was unee-keep. It had cleared off 
cold, and the water was freezing. The 
General came to the river, sat down on 
the flat stones and toox off his 3hoe.< and 
stockings. 
IIo waded the stream . 
Hie 
feet were chilled. He was shivering. As 
he drew his socks onto his benumbed 
feet he looked up above his head and 
there hung a foot-bridge! Ho had waded 
when lit- might have walked across dry 
shod on the bridge! 
General Chapm an told u Treat many 
other 
laughable stories < f the old 
times. 
He paid 
high 
compliments 
to Col. Robinson and his m anagem ent 
of the road. 
He portrayed in glowing 
terms the future of E ast Los Angeles, 
when it would grow out L‘nd join Pasa­ 
dena, taking i nGarvanza on 
the way, 
skip over the river and grab Glendale, 
switch around and take in Alhambru, 
and be all East Los Angeles. 
The Gen­ 
eral laid bare the fallacy of the proposi­ 
tion of cities being like Greeley’s young 
men that always went west. 
It only 
shows that the E ast is the source of 
everything. The garden of Eden was in 
the East, and bo is E ast Los Angeles. 
Adam and Eve were created in tho East. 
It is all right for the WeBt to be proud of 
its high origin. 
The General said a 
great deal more to the same effect amid 
groat applause.

the battle of 8an Pasqual was fought 
with the Mexican forces, and on the 10th 
the command arrived at San Diego with 
its wounded, Commodore Stockton hav­ 
ing arrived a short time previously with 
the United States squadron. January 1, 
1847, the commands of General Kearney 
and Commodore Stockton were united, 
the doctor being the ranking medical offi­ 
cer. A march was then made towards 
Los Angeles. On the 8th of January, 
m eeting the Mexican forces at San Ga­ 
briel river, an engagement took place, 
and driving them back; they crossed (he 
river some ten miles south of Los An­ 
geles.

In May, 1874, he 
was ordered to report for duty at Los 
Angeles, under Colonel J . D. Stephenson, 
w here he was on duty until May, 1849. 
when he w^.s transferred to (he staff of 
General Persifer Smith, as Medical Of­ 
ficer. 
In 1850 he was stationed at Beni­ 
cia, where he remained until 1852, when 
he was ordered to San Diego to accom­ 
pany 3Ivjor Heintzelm an on an expedi­ 
tion against the Yuma Indians, on the 
Colorado river. 
He then returned to 
duty at Benicia. In 1853 he was ordered 
* 
the War D epartm ent to report for 
duty at W ashington, D. C. He remained 
there until 1854, when, resigning his 
commieBioD, he returned to California 
and perm anently located at Los Angeles, 
where he has since been engaged in the 
practice of medicine. 
Dr. Griffin, after Dr. R. S. Den, is be­ 
lieved to be the oldest physician and 
surgeon in L03 Angeles, in which capa­ 
cities he has eDj Dyed the confidence of 
some of the best families in Los Angeles 
or something like forty years, for his 
skill became known to them while he 
was yet an arm y surgeon. 
Having in early times acquired a large 
tract of land east of the river, he may in 
a ñame be called the father of‘that beau­ 
tiful suburb, East Los Angeles. 
He was 
one of the original incorporators and a 
stockholder and director of both the Los 
Angeles City W ater Company and the 
Farm ers anil M erchants Bank. 
For 
many years Dr. Griffia has been prom­ 
inent as an influential and public spirited 
citizen, os well as in his profession. 
He 
is likewise one of the m ost genial of gen­ 
tlemen. 
The doctor was m arried in 1856. in Los 
Augeles, to Míbb Louisa Hays, a native 
of M aryland. 
She died ia this city, May 
2, 1888, at the age of 67 years. 
[The foregoing sketch of our well- 
known fellow-citizsn is taken from the 
publication, “ Los Angeles County,” to 
which we have lately referred. 
Dr. 
Griffin is undoubtedly the father of East 
Los Angeles. The writer, away back in 
1873, visited the doctor’s heme place, 
which afterwards passed into the hands 
of his nephew, Hancock M. Johnston, 
Esq., was purchased later by millionaire 
Schieffalin, of Tombstone notoriety, and 
presented to bis father, and which was 
the pioneor residence in what is now 
known as Eaat Los Angeles. Tbe doctor 
dearly loves a joke, and in the old days 
was wont to tell one on him self. Years 
and years ago—probably when General 
Winfield Scott Hancock, Gen. M agruder

Federal and Confederate arm ies and 
the doctor were chum m ing together in 
Los Angeles, Dr. Griffin was appointed 
County Physician. 
Dacata were scarce 
in those days—much scarcer than acres, 
aud the doctor’s salary ran greatly into 
arrears. 
Finally a novel idea occurred 
to the Board of Supervisors. They sug­ 
gested th at while it would be difficult to 
rem unerate the doctor in money it was 
perfectly possible to hand him almost 
any acreage desired. The doctor having 
signified his acceptance, a surveyor was 
sent over to w hat íb now known as East 
Los Angeles to measure off the domain. 
That official kept on chaining so inter­ 
m inably that, in the doctor’s own lan­ 
guage, he was obliged to take a shotgun 
to make the surveyor stop. There was 
an alarming probability that the sur­ 
veyor would take in the whole county 
outside the San Gabriel if he had been 
let alone. 
At, that time no visions of the 
fabulous growth of the East Side dis­ 
turbed the doctor’s vision or it would 
have been very unlikely that he wonld 
have interposed such a formidable ob­ 
stacle to the increase of hia worldly pos­ 
sessions as a double-barreled gun, loaded 
with double B shot. 
The doctor associated with himself in 
the development of East Los Angeles hia 
nephew, Mr. Hancock M. Johnston, and 
the East Side city was pushed with 
pluck and sagacity.

Nevertheless, the impor 
tant part which it has played in the city'b 
development during the past two years, 
and the fact that yesterday’s celebration 


house and the line from Boyle Heights 
over the First-street bridge down intu 
the city.

On the 14th of Septem ber the 
extension of the Grand-avenue line , out 
to Jefferson street, was completed and 
opened without formal celebration.

few days later the Evergreen extension 
of the Boyle Heights line quietly began 
running. 
The work on the East Los Angelos 
division of the system was delated by 
the failure of the manufacturers of the 
iron to b8 used in the viaduct to fulfill 
their contract, owing to the Johnstown 
disaster, which swept away a part of 
their works. As soon as the iron arrived 
the work was pushed as rapidly as 
possible, and the date set for the open­ 
ing of the Downey-avenue cables and 
the operation of the E ast Side power 
house. 
The change of name of the company 
from the Los 
Aneles Cable Railway 
Company to the Pacific Railway Com­ 
pany took place on the 8th of October. 
This practically changed it from a com­ 
pany lim ited to a capital of $1,500,000, to 
one with a capital of $2,500,000. 


T H E POW ER HOUSE.

The Downey-avenue 
pow er 
house, 
which waB foim ally opened y esterd ay , is 
practically a reproduction, as far as en 


was put in over Downey avenue, it was 
necessary to cross the Santa Fe tracks. 
To tim id people this was quite an under­ 
taking, and even the wo3t courageous 
were compelled to adm it th at it con­ 
tained tbo inevitable possibility of seri­ 
ous accident. 
The cable system has changed all 
that, and it is now possible to go at h 
flying rate of speed irom the center of 
the city to East Los Angeles without ever 
crossing a track 
or coming uncom­ 
fortably near to one. The passenger ip 
carried along high up in the air over 
moving engines and cars on a long via­ 
duct, one of the moat rem arkable piece? 
of work of its kind in the city. 
The engineer of this viaduct was 8. G. 
Artingstal], of Chicago, ar.d the designer 
was W. A. Seymour, a civil engineer in 
the employ of the company at Los An­ 
geles. A. Gottlieb 
Co.,of Chicago,were 
the contractors.' 
The total length of the viaduct from the 
depression pnlhys at one end to those at, 
the other is 1,535 feet. 
The approaches 
measure 75 feet at each end. The in­ 
cline is steep, but not more eo than some 
of the grades on the Second-street hill. 
The viaduct is supported by 19 large 
posts, each of them 22 feet in length and 
5 feet wide at the road level. 
At the 
narrowest part they are 3 feet in width, 
and they are 12 inches thick. There are 
29 small posts 20 feet 6 inches long, and 
12 inches square. 
Along the side of the viaduct run two 
handrails. These are at a height of 26 
feet, and the width of the viaduct be­ 
tween them is 21 feet. The main girders

T H E VIADUCT LOOKING NORTH. 


marks w hat is practically the comple­ 
tion of the system , makes it very proper 
that a brief resum e of its history should 
be given here. 
About two years ago a union was 
formed of a number of the different in­ 
dependent horse car lines of the city. 
These were the City and Central, the 
Aliso and Evergreen, the Sixth and Olive 
and the N inth and Washington. They 
were united in a stock company under 
the nam e of the Los Angeles Develop­ 
m ent Company, with 25,000 shares. Mr. 
J. F. Crank, one of the earliest and most 
earnest 
workers 
in 
the 
line 
of 
street 
railway 
development in

city, 
was 
chosen 
President. 
The 
other officers w ere: Charles Forman, 
Vice-President- S. P . Jew itt, Secretary, 
and I. W . Heilm an, Treasurer. Mr. 
Crank owned the controlling interest and 
next to him Mr. H eilman was the largest 
stockholder. 
The cable system as at present nearly 
completed was outlined by this company 
and they set about preparing to under­ 
take the work. 
Ground was broken in 
the spring of 1888, and the work began. 
During the summer Mr. Crank paid a 
visit to Chicago and succeeded in getting 
Mr. C.

gines and machinery are concerned, of 
the plant at Grand avenue aud that at 
Boyle Heights. It is located at the corner 
of W orkman street, on Downey avenue 
The engine-room contains two 500 horse- 
Ítower Hazleton tripod boilers, each 10 
eet in diameter and 44 feet high. W ithin 
these are 1,600 tubes, each 4 inches in 
diam eter and 36 inches long. The weight 
of the whole when filled with water is 
144,000 pounds. 
These boilers are entirely shut in by 
an immense mass of brickwork in the 
form of a truncated cone. The distance 
from the floor to the top is 85 feet. 
In 
the construction of these there were 
used 10,000 fire-brick and 100,000 com­ 
mon brick. 
The fires 
are fed by the II toney 
mechanical stokers, a great saving both 
of labor and of fuel. 
There are six in 
the power-house, three for each boiler, 
as appears in the sketch accompanying 
this article. 
The hoppers suspended 
over the stokers have a capacity of 16 
tons each, and in the boiler-room there 
is storage room for 96 tone. 
All the water which goes into the 
boilers is passed through the Hzzelton 
purifier to relieve it of the mineral im­ 
purities which would clog up the valves. 
Tne foundation of the boilers is a solid 
concrete block 8 feet thick, 38 feet wide 
and 68 feet long. 
Two hundred barrels 
of cement were used in its construction, 
and the cost was $1,600. 
The apparatus of the boiler-room is in 
duplicate throughout, so that if any acci­ 
dent should happen to any p srt, the fires 
already laid nndcr the other boiler could 
be started, and the machinery continued 
in operation. Once a month it is planned 
to change from one boiler to the other, 
so that both may bo always in working 
order. 
The engine rooms are planned so that 


are of 50 feet span, and are 4 fset deep. 
The longest spau is 55 feet, and the short­ 
est 30 feet. 


The large po3ts which support th e via­ 
duct rest upon concrete foundations of 
solid concrete, each fifteen feet long, six 
feet 
wide and fivo and a half feet 
deep. 
Under the sm all posts the foun­ 
dation of concrete is three feet long, three 
feet, wide and three feet deep. 
T ne via­ 
duct has two curvea of sixty feet radiu < 
to the center line, with a double guard 
rail throughout.

The trip over this viaduct will always 
be a favorite one with people who ride 
on the street cars for mere pleasure—and 
the num ber of these is much largor than 
the average busy individual would aap- 
poso. From the front seats of the grip 
une may look down upon the cable, for 
the track is not covered, and see how it 
operates. One may alsu enjoy an excel­ 
lent view of the surrounding country aa 
ho rides along.

The weight of this vast quantity of 
machinery, the rails which have been 
used both for track aud slot and of the 
yokes, when 
taken together

of 7,314*-£ tons. The m achinery in the 
Grand-avenue Power House weighs 549 
tons; that in Boyle Heights weighs 448 
tons, and that in the Downey avenue 446 
tons. The weight of the track rails is 
1,444 tone, and that of the slot rails 1,-144 
tons, of the cross-overs 64!o tone, and of 
the yokes 2,919 tons. 
Tho straight track measures 99,328 


from start to finish. 
With the most per 
feet sm oothness train r.fter train moved 
off, passed through the city am id the 
cheers of the populace, rode over the 
viaduct, over the bridge and followed 
one another until all the hundreds of 
people reached the head of Downey ave­ 
nue, where a platform and other prepara­ 
tions had been made for speeches and 
music, ending with the poetic effusion. 
^ At the east end of the Downey avenue 
bridge all the people of the E ast Side 
were gathered in thousands to welcome 
in the long trains of carB full of people. 
Further up, the school children to the 
num ber of 1,000 at least were in line, 
boys on one side and girls on the other of 
the track. This array of the blight hu­ 
man buds of promise of the East Side 
marched ali the wav up the avenue, each 
bearing a beautiful bouquet of choice 
flowers, all East Los Angeles products. 
These were all deposited around the pil­ 
lars of the arches at the end of the C3t>le 
road, as u tribute from the children to 
Col. Robinson and to his great cable sys­ 
tem . 
A list of the children who took 
part in this portion of the celebration of 
so auspicious a day for Los Angeles, fa 
printed in tbe foregoing columnB of this 
article. 
It m ay not be quite complete, 
but it is very formidable indeed. 
As soon as the floral gatherings of tho 
children had been deposited in place, the 
officers of the day took their places on 
the platform and the programme of a 
literary nature, arranged for tlia day, 
was duly rendered.

Mr. Sherman Page, the Master of Cere­ 
monies, then introduced to the people 
Dr. John S. Griffin, the founder of East 
Los Angeles. 
The doctor said in sub­ 
stance : 
M y F rie n d s : 
This is a great event. 
None of us who, years ago, began to 
make improvements on this side of the 
river ever dream ed of seeing anything 
like w hat we see today. 
Some of you 
perhaps may be interested in a very 
short account of what was done here so 
many years ago. 
In February, 1863. 
Dr. J . C. Welch and myself petitioned 
the City Council to 6ell 
u b 300 acres of 
laud on this side. 
Some of them seemed 
to be afraid there was a job in it, so it 
was decided th at we be not allowed to 
buy the 300 acres, but that we m ust buy 
the whole tract of city land on this side 
of th e river. 
There were 2,000 acres of 
it. They sent a German Baron over 
to survey the land, and he saw over 
2 000 acres of it. It was pnt up at 
auction, and Dr, Welch and I were ad­ 
judged to be tho highest and best bid­ 
ders, no it was knocked down to us. 
We 
did not know where to get the money to 
pay for it. I t cost $1,014, a big sum of 
money for th at time. 
We bought the 
laud for a sheep pasture and stocked i t 
with Bheep. 
There was not much money 
in i■ • 
In 1867 I bought out my partner, 
p tying him $1 an acre for his interest. 
A ! the people who know us thought I 
cinched in the bargain. 
In 1870 my nephew and myself had a 
home erected, it was in the Schieffelin 
tract, where F. H. Newell now lives. The 
• ..me year we fenced ] ,000 acres of the 
land and went to rai?iug barley. There 
was not much 
money in that. 
In 
1868 tbe City Water 
Companv 
was 
f unded. I look a good deal of interest 
ic that, and I hoped .it some time to set 
I horn to work in water mains on thiB 
side. Theu 1 began to hope th at some 
uay wo m ight be able to have a little 
• wn over here. 
After getting the ditch 
in hero, and the water mains laid in the 
streets, in 1875 we docided to lay out a 
town site. 
1 see here home of the men 
who were with ua in those early under­ 
takings. 
Here is H ayden among those 
present.

He 
built 
tho 
first 
bridge 
over 
the 
river. 
Then 
there 
was 
Mr. H ughes and Billy.

It was an old omnibus. Th§

8upervinora to give $300 of county money, 
to be increased by an equal siim from 
the city. Before this we had to wade 
the river. 
We ail took off our shoes and 
waded. The ladioe did bo, too. Charlie 
Hayden has 6een them often sit down 
and take off their shoes and wade the 
stream . 
And now we hava this great cable road 
to carry us over the river and back. 
It 
is a great thing. 
Let U9 not reBt here. 
Let us be stirring and get some other 
great improvements in here. 
Let us 
work together; let us join hands. The 
H igh School was to be built on the hill, 
but the people of the West End did not 
like that. 
Tney wanted to drag it off 
to the racetrack or somewhere.

o f W o rk . 
Heretofore the only great drawback 
which existed as regards what was other­ 
wise one of the most beautiful spots on 
earth—East Los Angeles, was Lhat the 
street-car line leading to this section 
passed through and over a network of 
railway tracks. In the short distance of 
a quarter of a mile the car track crossed 
the Southern Pacific track twice, and 
continued along the side of it most of the 
way. At the river, before the new bridge 


feet, the viaduct has 3,070 feet, the 
bridges 3,304, tho curvei 2,010 and the 
pits 562; making a total of 108,274 feet 
or 20% miles. 


It m ast not be forgotten that tho 
horse car system of this company, run 
in connection with the cable system , is 
an affair of considerable m agnitude. Itu 
mileage, for example, lacks b ut little of 
being equal to that which is operated by 
the cable. The Alfao-btreet line is 1 08 
miles in length, tho OHve-streot 4.28 
the W asbington-street 8.08, the Ninth- 
street 1.74 and the K uhrts-street 2.86 
This makes a total of 18.54 miles aguinut 
the 20 60 miles of the cable system, 
in 
the present arrangem ent of the horse- 
car system there are in use 288 horses

After Dr. Griffin had finished, amid 
the applause of all the people, Colonel 
J . C. RobinsoD, the Superintendent of 
the cable system, was presented to the 
audience. 
Ho spoke on the road and its 
aim s as follows: 
Fellow citizens o f Los Angeles: 
La dies and G entlemen—It is difficult 
for me r.o find words with which to ex­ 
press my feelings upon this occasion. 
You are today celebrating the con­ 
summation of a great enterprise. This 
line which has just been opened, uniting 
East Los Angeles with bands oi steel 
closely to the parent city, practically 
forms tho last link in our im portant sys- • 
tem. 
Presently trains will be run on the 
rem aining branches 
connecting 
your 
homes with the parks on the west, then 
you will have the facilities afforded you 
of the enj lymenfc of through trains every 
few 
minutes to miles away 
without 
change of car or additional fare. 
To all intents and purposes, the cable 
system of Los Angeles, the greatest—yes, 
I may say the greatest in many of its 
features—is completed. But the pleasure 
of this day has for me one alloy, Presi­ 
dent C. B. Holmes, of Chicago, the gen­ 
tlem an to whcee daring enterprise Los 
Angeles owes her perfect cable system, 
and E ast Los Angeles her new cable 
road, the gentleman whose far seeing 
confidence in the future of this city has 
led him and his colleagues in Chicago to 
invest their millions here, is not with us. 
The building of the system has been a 
great undertaking,—difficulties have been 
encountered that were undream ed of by 
those who projected it, difficulties that 
had they beeu thoroughly understood in 
tbe flrrt instance, would have appalled 
those who set out to conbtruct these 
roads. That these difficulties have been 
overcome let our presence hero today at­ 
test. 
I believe that none present will dispute 
tho assertion that East Los Angeles is 
the largest residential suburb of the city. 
The cable company 
has appreciated 
that fact, and we have known that some, 
vary m any indeed, of the residents of 
this beautiful section, have felt that they 
had fair grounds for complaint, because 
theirs was the last of the trunk lines to 
be completed and thrown open to the 
public. The service in the past has been 
as good as we could make it under the 
ciruumsianceB, but it has uot been what 
your necessities demand nor what we 
should like to have given you. 
We have regulated the mules to the 
side streets now, and your service will be 
surpassed, I promise you, by none other 
in the city. 
But you must blame neither 
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the company nor myself with the delay 
that has occurred. Possibly masters are 
the better now for that delay. You are 
all doubtless fam'liur'with the necessity 
that arose, and arose unexpectedly, for 
urgency in the completion oí the First 
street bridge. Even with that necessity, 
the Downwy-avenue bridge was not 
neglected, and work on it wvb piuhed 
rapidly forward. 
It was the San Fernando street via­ 
duct, that unique piece of cable enghioer- 
ing, the counterpart < Í which exists no­ 
where in the world, that has held us 
back. It was the will of God, not that 
of the cable company, that caused the 
delay in giving Eaot Los Angeles rapid 
transit. I utter no sacrilege in saying 
this. Do not, for one moment suppose 
that I desire to parade a “skeleton at the 
feast/’ if I draw your recollection back 
to the memorable Johnstown disaster. 
I will touch lightly upon it, only saying 
that the material of which tho viaduct 
over which you have this day ridden was 
made at Johnstown.

For aught I know it was Ihe last great 
piece of work done at that unfortunate 
city in ^ie Conemaugh valley. Tne 
great disaster came and the flood delayed 
the shipment of our material. East Los 
Angeles you see suffered directly by that 
visitation of death, as the whole world 
sufferod ind:rectly. 
The fates were against us, but even 
with the various and vexatious delays 
our contractors and engineers are, I 
think, entitled to credit: They worked 
a force of men night and day upon the 
structure. The material arrived here on 
Monday of one week, and within the fol­ 
lowing month it was in place, and within 
forty-eight hours of its actual completion 
the viaduct is in operation. Assuredly 
this was good sp»ed. We have tri­ 
umphed now over fate and the elements. 
Let 
triumph 
be 
an 
earnest 
of the glorious future that awaits 
East Los Augeles, and 
the whole 
city. Let us look forward to the day 
when this shall be the metropolis of a 
great empire of the Southwest; when 
there shall be a forest of chimneys along 
the Los Angeles river, a water way for 
our shipping direct to the Pacific, when 
there shall be beautiful homes embow­ 
ered in trees upon every hillside, whon 
your children shall have grown up into 
beautiful women as their mothers are 
and strong and able men as their fathers 
are, and when there shall be as perfect a 
system of transit to all parts of the city 
as has this day been given to the East 
Side. 
Mayor H azard’* Npeorli. 
Hon. Henry T. Hazard, Mayor of the 
city, was then introduced, and he made 
a very flowery address on the city of Los 
Angele3. A synopsis of it follows: 
L adies and ' G entlem en—This is a 
grand event, not only in the history of 
East Los Angeles, not only in the his­ 
tory of I,os Angeles, but in the history 
of the whole of Southern California. 
Here is destined to bo the greatest city 
of modern times. 
In the visions of 
youth, whon I scaled the high mountain 
tops and looked down over East Los Á.Ú- 
geles and beheld here a sheep pasture, 
and over on tho other side of 
the river the little town of that day, 
I did not dream of the revelations of 
this day. Here we have tho greatest 
mechanical achievements of the day 
brought to bear to give us this splendid 
System, whose setting in operation we 
are here to celebrate. Iu the past, in 
the days when the enterprises to make the 
city were begun, there were three great 
men whose names always rise up before 
my mind. Two of them rest beneath 
the sod in the beautiful laud they loved 
so well. One of them is still with us— 
I refer to General Phineas Banning of 
Wilmington, to Don Benito Wilson of 
San Gabriel, and to Dr. John S. Griffin 
of East Los Angeles. Dr. Griffin's grey 
hairs connect us with the past. He 
never was wanting in any undertaking 
for the furthering of the interests of the 
section. He stands here and preaches 
to us to day 
in eloquent speech 
of 
what we may achieve in the 
future. After his eloquent speech I do 
not desire to detain you long. But Los 
Angeles is greatly favored at this time. 
I look hack to the time when the found­ 
ers of Chicago began their great work. 
I look now to the great city they have 
bnilt by the lakeside. I had a letter 
from the Mayor of New York the other 
day asking me to do all I could to secure 
the world’s fair for that city. I wrote 
back to him that I would have to do 
what lay in my power for the great city 
of the West. I want Chicago to have 
the fair. The people of that great city 
in looking about for a place to invest 
their capital where it will earn them the 
largest returns, have selected Los An­ 
geles. They have come here to spend 
millions of their money, and the result 
is this splendid system 
of 
cable 
roads. They knew that bore is to be 
the great city of the future. Those who 
come here come to stay If any one’s 
path leads him to this sunny clime of 
Los Angeles, with its flowers that bloom 
on the hillsides, he will stay here. Let 
but our future keep pace with the past 
in all lines of development and the city 
will soon be the fgreatest on the Coast. 
And when 1 look upon this great cable 
system I see always that its success, the 
perfection of its management is due in a 
large measure to the great executive 
ability of Mr. Robinson. 
The eloquent Mayor said much more 
that was good, but the reporter íh just 
reminded that space is being filled up, 
and he has to stop here.

The last thing ou the programme was 
it speech on the “ East Side” by General 
R. H. Chapman. After the cutting up of 
¡ho land into city lots, General Chap­ 
man built the first houee on Downey 
avenue. He has lived there continu­ 
ously ever since. He 6aid: 
L adies and G enti.emkn—I have very 
little to add to the eloquent, speeches that 
have already been made. I will say a 
few words about the past and the pres­ 
ent of East Los Angeles, and trust to 
your indulgence, after the eloquent re­ 
marks of those who have preceded me. 
We are to be congratulated on this au­ 
spicious occasion. We are no longer out 
of the world. Wo are no longer cut oft 
from civilization. 
I do not know 
that we lost much by being cut 
off. 
We have 
about everything 
here we could desire. If the other side 
keep on refueing us the High School, re­ 
fusing us everything, all we ask is that 
they cut us off altogether. 
If they will 
keep hands off and let us alone, we wiil 
get all these things for ourselves. 
But this ie a great thing for us all. We 
can remember in old times the big 
stretch of sandy road that lay between 
here and the city. It stretched from the 
river to the mill—the Stevens & Scott 
Mill it was then, the Capitol Mills now. 
It was ankle deep in sand. 
There was 
no bridge on the river. We all had to 
wade. We could not swim. The water 
was not deep enough excepting in flood 
time, and then we did not care to try it. 
We were poor on the East Side then. 
Few of ns had buggies; two or three 
in all, perhaps. 
There were plenty of 
horses in Dr. Griffin’s pasture, but they 
were hard to ride—they were broncos. 
I will toll you an incident in my own 
history. (Here a voice called out, “ Was 
it when you were stood up?”) The 
General stated that it wag not. He said 
a great deal of misstatement was afloat 
in the community on this head. Some 
of these misstatements had got into 
print. Charlie Hayden had told this 
story in a disto»ted way. Colonel Ayers, 
of the H erald, had also told of the 
event in the same sort of a distorted 
way. It had been stated that the General 
had taken some beer ou this memorable 
occasion. The General appealed to hi9 
reputa-ion as a complete vindication from 
these false reports. The General kept 
two large flat stones, one on each side of 
the river. On one of these he sat to take 
off his shoes, preparatory u> wading the 
river. On the other he eat to put them 
on again. One night he came down to 
the ford. It had been raining and the 
water was unee-keep. It had cleared off 
cold, and the water was freezing. The 
General came to the ri,ver, sat down on 
the flat stones and tnox off his shoe.-, and 
stockings. Ho waded the stream. His 
feet were chilled. He was shivering. As 
he drew his sockB onto his benumbed 
feet he looked up above his head and 
there hung a foot-bridge! He had waded 
when he might have walked across dry 
shod on the bridge! 
General Chapman told a great many 
other 
laughable stories of the old 
times. He paid high compliments 
to Col. Robinson and his management 
of the road. He portrayed in glowing 
terms the future of East Los Angeles, 
when it would grow out itnd join Pasa­ 
dena, taking i nGarvanza on the way, 
skip over the river and grab Glendale, 
switch around and take in Alhambra, 
and be all East Los Angeles. The Gen­ 
eral laid bare the fallacy of the proposi­ 
tion of cities being like Greeley’s young 
men that always went west. 
It only 
ehows that the East is the source of 
everything. The garden of Eden was in 
the East, and so is F ist Los Angeles. 
Adam and Eve were created in tho East. 
It is all right for the WeBt to be proud of 
its high origin. 
The General said a 
great deal more to the same effect amid 
groat applause.

Boots and shoes are 
represented by C. M. Burr, who eell6 
nothing else. The only fish market is 
the property of Gaylord A Co., who also 
sell game and produce. 
Hardware ie 
sold by J. F. Lemberger and Nat. (3. 
Browning, who both havo floe stocks. 
H. Riifhter keeps the only confectionery 
establishment ou the East. 8ide, and also 
keeps a fine quality of ice cream, and 
keeps 
a luuch room. The bakery is 
owned by House A Co. Henry Gibbs 
keep, the principal fruit store of the 
place, though there are numerous 
smaller places. Jewelry is sold by E. 
Hansel and E. White. Druggists are 
numerous for such a healthy locality. 
Home A Abel have a fine three-story 
building at 608 Downey 
avenue.

The decorations were quite plentiful 
and elaborate on Downey avenue, and 
occasionally a few flags were to be seen 
displayed before some house on p. side 
street. The Decoration Committee bad 
stretched long lines of flags and stream­ 
ers across the avenue from end to end 
and erected four arches, but the decora 
tions displayed on private residences 
and stores were many of them unique 
and beautiful. 
At the head of the avenue can be seen 
a gleam of color through the trees from 
Mr. Holgato’s reeidence on the hill.

Oa 
the front of the hou¿e is a white banner 
bearing the legend “ Hurrah lor R >bin- 
son,” while colored bunting and flrwers 
are so disposed as to produce a very floe 
effect. 
Dr. Carlisle’s house displays tasteful 
decorations; the Embody mansion on the 
corner of Workman street makes a credit­ 
able dieplav of bunting, as also does the 
house of W. W. Stock well a little further 
BSt. 
Dr. Aiken's residence was one of the 
most tastefully decorated houses on 
the avenue, and between hia

East Los Angele». 1876.—Delays, Dis­ 
comforts, Dingers. 1889—Sp»ed, Solace, 
Safety.” This was the handsomest of 
the three arches. The third arch, at 
Griffin avenue, bore on its face the 
motto: “ With Heart and Hand We Ex­ 
tend Oil' Hospitality.” 
The reverse 
read : “Ne w Era of Prosperity—The L. 
A. Cable System.” 
THE CHILDREN’S ARCH, 
At lh* !>nd of the road was designed by 
Rev. W. W Tinker and constructed and 
decorated by the reve» end gentleman 
himself, assisted by Mr. Courvoisier. 
The legend it bore, in letters constructed 
of ivy leaves and crysanthemums, read : 
“K L. A. Children to L. A. Cable R. 
R.—Welcome.” 
THE SPEAKER’S STAND 
Also received due attention at, the hands 
of the Decorating Committee, aud was 
tastefully adorned wi'h paira loaves, 
pampas plumes, fly.vers aud numerous 
ornamental plauts in pots. 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT.

The factories of East Los Angeles are 
not many in number, but. they arc all 
prosperous, and are important factors iu 
the city’s growth. Their success is an 
unerring index cf what will be accom­ 
plished as the population increases and 
trade expands. 
PACIFIC CLAY MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 
The largest industry in East Lob An­ 
geles is the plant of the Pacific Olay 
Manufacturing Company for crashing 
rock for building foundations, streets and 
other purposes. All of the crushed rock 


used for the cable railroad was furnished 
by this company. The company uses 
the Gates rock-crasher, which, with the 
powerful machinery necessary, weighs 
bntween sixty and seventy *o:/o. They 
have crushed over -50,000 cubic yards oí 
rork. have employed most of the time 
over 100 men, and have expended in 
East Loa Angeles over $76,000 for labor, 
construotjon and repair, exclusive of cosí 
of machinery, which reaches nearly a 
quarter a?, much mors. The company i« 
prepared to deliver crushed rock for all 
purposes in any quantity to any part of 
Los Angeles. The principal bu3ines3 of 
the company, however, is the manufac­ 
ture of vitrified salt-glazed sewer pipe, 
water pipe, terra-cotta chimney pipe, etc. 
The company has now under considera­ 
tion the plans of an enterprise which, if 
realized, will be of larger importance to 
East I<os Angeles than their present 
plant. The principal office of the com­ 
pany is at No. 113 South Fort street.

The 
success of the Frick Bros., sines the es­ 
tablishment of their plant some two 
years or more ago, haB been a full aud 
continued 0 D e . They have put in fully 
two-thirds of the cement piping for the 
city and the cable roads and more than 
two-thirds of tho piping for the sewer 
eystem of the city. Over 4,500 feet of 
their large sewer pipe is down in Fort 
street and 5,00!) feet in another street. 
They piped a large portion of Azusa and 
on the city’s zanji they have done a 
great deal of work. One large job was 
in the Vernon district, for the West Side 
Irrigating Company, where three miles 
of 22 inch pipe was laid.

Sj with a biographical sketch of the 
distinguished aud honored founder of 
E»st Loa Angeles, this account of the 
gieateveut will close. 
Biographical NKetch off Dr. John S. 
Orlfffin. 
John Strother Griffin, M. D., of whom 
an excellent likeness is given below, was 
born at Fincaatle, Virginia, in 1816. 
His father. John Oaswell Griffin, was a 
native of Virginia, as was his father be­ 
fore him. He died in 1823, when the 
doctor was about 7 years of age. 
Hie 
mother, nfe Mary Hancock, was a 
daughter of George and Margaret 
(Strother) Hancock, both of prominent 
Virginia families. She died when the 
doctor was quite young, probably in 


1825. Thus deprived of both his parents 
in early boyhood, he went to Louisvill* 
Kentucky, where he lived with his 
•irul uncle, George Hancock, until ma­ 
turity, and wan given »i cla?t.ical educa­ 
tion. Iu 1837 he graduated ¿a M. D. 
from the Medical Department of the 
University of Pennsylvania at Phila­ 
delphia. He then practiced at Louis­ 
ville until 1840, when he entered the 
United Sra¿es Army as Assistant Sur­ 
geon, and 6erved as such under General 
Worth ac Florida, and on the southwest 
frontier at Fort Gibson. At the com­ 
mencement of the Mexican war, in 1846, 
he was attached to the Army of the' 


.

Tho Fouador of Bast Los Angeles. 
the battle of San Posqual was fought 
with the Mexican forces, and on the 10th 
the command arrived at 8an Diego with 
its wounded, Commodore Stockton hav­ 
ing arrived a short time previously with 
the United 8tates squadron. January 1, 
1847, the commands of General Kearney 
and Commodore Stockton were united, 
the doctor being the ranking medical offi­ 
cer. A march was then made towards 
Los Angeles. On the 8th of January, 
meeting the Mexican forces at San Ga­ 
briel river, an engagement took place, 
and driving them back, they crossed (he 
river some ten miles south of Los An­ 
geles. On the 9th of January another 
engagement with the Mexicans took 
place at La Mesa, and on the lOch they 
took possession of Los Angeles, then 
containing some 3,000 or 4 000 in­ 
habitants. 
On the 12th or’ 14:h of 
January, f.rets under General J. 
C. Fremont arriving at Los Angeles 
from the north, General Kearnoy’e com­ 
mand was transferred to 8*u Diego, 
where the doctor was placed in charge of 
tne General hospital. In May, 1874, he 
was ordered to report for duty at Los 
Angeles, under Colonel J. D Stephenson, 
wiiere he was on duty until May, 1849. 
when he whs transferred to 'he Rtaff of 
General Persifer 8mith, as Medical Of­ 
ficer. In 1850 he was stationed at Beni­ 
cia, where he remained until 1852, when 
he was ordered to San Diego to accom­ 
pany Mejor Hoiotzelinau on an expedi­ 
tion agaiust the Yuma Indians, on the 
Colorado river. 
He then returned to 
duty at Benicia. In 1853 he was ordered 
by the War Department to report for 
duty at Washington, D. O. He remained 
there until 1854, when, resigning his 
coinmiesioD, he returned to California 
and permanently located at Los Angeles, 
where he has since been engaged in the 
practice of medicine. 
Dr. Griffin, after Dr. R. S. Den, is be­ 
Lieved to be the oldest physician and 
surgeon in Loa Angeles, in which capa­ 
cities he has enjoyed the confidence of 
some of the best families in Los Angeles 
or something like forty years, for his 
skill became known to them while he 
was yet an army surgeon. 
Having in early times acquired a large 
tract of land east of the river, he may in 
a :;t«nse be called the father of‘that beau­ 
tiful suburb, East Los AngeleB. He was 
one of the original incorporators and a 
stockholder and director of both the Los 
Angeles City Water Company and the 
Farmers and Merchants Bank. 
For 
many years Dr. Griffio has been prom­ 
inent as au influential and public spirited 
citizen, as well as in hia profession. He 
is likewise one of the most genial of gen­ 
tlemen. 
The doctor was married in 1856. in Los 
Angeles, to Miss Louisa Hays, a native 
of Maryland. She died iu this city, May 
2, 1888, at the age of 67 years. 
[The foregoing sketch of our well- 
known fellow-citizsn is taken from the 
publication, "Los Angeles County,” to 
which we have lately referred. Dr. 
Griffin is undoubtedly the father of East 
Los Angeles. The writer, away back in 
1873, vieited the doctor’s heme place, 
which afterwards passed into the hands 
of his nephew, Hancock M. Johnston, 
Esq , was purchased later by millionaire 
Schieffelin, of Tombstone notoriety, and 
presented to his father, and which was 
the pioneor residence in what is now 
known as East Los Angeles. The doctor 
dearly loves a joke, and in the old days 
was wont to tell one on himself. Years 
and years ago—probably when General 
Winfield Scott Hancock, Gen. Magruder 
and a score 
or

the 
most famous leaders in both the 
Federal and Confederate armies and 
the doctor were chumming together in 
Los Angeles, Dr. Griffin was appointed 
County Physician. Ducats were scarce 
in those days—much scarcer thau acres, 
aud the doctor’s salary ran greatly into 
arrears. Finally a novel idea occurred 
to the Board of Supervisors. They sug­ 
gested that whUe it would be difficult to 
remunerate the doctor in money it was 
perfectly possible to hand him almost 
any acreage desired. The doctor having 
signified hia acceptance, a surveyor was 
sent over to what is now known as East 
Los Angeles to measure off the domain. 
That official kept on chaining eo inter­ 
minably that, in the doctor’s own lan­ 
guage, he was obliged to take a shotgun 
to make the surveyor stop. There was 
an alarming probability that the sur­ 
veyor would take in the whole county 
outBide the San Gabriel if be had been 
let alone. At that time no visions of the 
fabulous growth of the East Side dis­ 
turbed the doctor’s vision or it would 
have been very unlikely that he would 
have interposed such "a formidable ob­ 
stacle to the increase of hia worldly pos­ 
sessions as a double-barreled gun, loaded 
with double B shot. 
The doctor associated with himself in 
the development of East Los Angeles his 
nephew, Mr. Hancock M. Johnston, and 
the East Side city was pushed with 
pluck and sagacity. Its growth has 
been phenomenal and ia bat in its be­ 
ginning] 
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A Unique and H andsom e City 
Lob Angeles haa progressed far 
enough to disclose the fact a remarkably 
handsome city is about to be built up 
here. Some of our public buildings are 
of notable elegance if not originality. 
There is no city hall that we can recall 
that surpasses our own in unique grace 
Of course there are larger buildings 
some of them costing ten times the 
amount that ours has cost, but the facade 
of the Fort-street edifice surpasses them 
nearly all, and the interior finish is 
unique and striking, the wainscots of 
variegated Georgia marble being an ex 
quisite conceit. The new Court House 
which is approaching completion, will 
enjoy a notable distinction. In these 
two public edifices there is a powerful 
gauge of battle thrown down to 
the 
Connecticut 
brown 
sandstone 
by 
two 
of 
our 
local 
stones, 
viz., the 
Sespe, which is largely 
used in the City H all, and the Flagstaff, 
which is even more profusely employed 
in the Court House. For ornamental 
work adm itting both of intaglio and re 
lievo designs, the Sespe stone is inde 
scribably fine, and, in our judgment, it 
surpasses the Connecticut brown stone 
the finest example of the latter on the 
Coast being the chaste and handsome 
residence of the late Mr. J. C. Flood, on 
Nob Hill. 
In some of our business blocks we 
have achieved striking results. On 
recent visit to Los Angeles, Gov. Stan­ 
ford told Gen. E . E . H ewitt and a num 
ber of other gentlemen that, in his judg­ 
m ent, the Bryson-Bonebrake block was 
the handsomest edifice of the kind which 
he had eeen, either in Europe or Amer­ 
ica. Though its etvle is bizarre, it has 
m any featnres of 
notable beauty 
and attractiveness. The entrance 
certainly the handsomest one we have 
seeu in the United States. The Colton 
marble of the pilasters which support the 
arch are of rare and unique beauty 
Though of a different style from the 
Georgia m arble, they are of equal if not 
greater brilliance of coloring. 
Some of 
our other business blocks are notable in 
many ways, there being nothing in San 
Francisco approaching them ir elegance 
The block at the corner of Second and 
Fort streets, comprising the Bank 
California and the Young M en's Christian 
Association, which will shortly be sup­ 
plemented by the Griffith block in pro­ 
cess of erection, are unusually fine ex­ 
amples of the architecture adapted to 
inch works. 
But it is in the residence quarters of 
Los Angeles that such trium phs of light, 
graceful and aerial art have been 
achieved. N ot relatively but absolutely 
there are more supremely elegant private 
reei ’enees in Los Angeles than in San 
Francisco. 
Of course we have noth­ 
ing to rival the half dozen palaces 
Nob Hill. One of these, th ^ built by 
M ark Hopkins, is the handsomest house 
in the United States, and in its interior 
appointments it has few rivals anywhere. 
But while we have no residences in Los 
Angeles upon which hundreds of thous­ 
ands, tosay nothing of millions of dollars, 
have been spent, there is scarcely a 
lim it to the num ber of exquisite homes. 
Here the ability to beautify extensive 
grounds yields gracious effects, which are 
unattainable in San Francisco. Such 
wealth of tree, shrub and flora ara avail 
able here that an effect infinitely greater 
than that attainable by the mere ex 
penditure of money in crowded thorough- 
faies is produced. 
So handsome a city has Los Angeles 
already become that it is a great pity 
that so few of our vieitors take the 
trouble to see it thoroughly. It is no 
trifling task to get over a city that covers 
thirty-six square miles. It has many 
striking quarters, but the indications are 
that the hills to the west, Figueroa and 
intersecting etreets, and W est Los An 
geles generally,will be the leading fashion­ 
able sections, although both E ast Los 
Angeles and Boyle Heights are rapidly 
developing attractions th at are leading 
great masses of the best elements of 
our social life in their direction. 
If Los Angeles shall continue to im­ 
prove during the next decade, archi­ 
tecturally, as she has in the past, a pan­ 
orama of indescribable beauty will be 
nhfolded in her lovely groves and alame­ 
das. 
Any fair man who will go thor­ 
oughly over the place will recognize her 
claims now to exceptional and almost 
unapproached beauty. 
But the favorite 
fashion of the ordinary visitors to the 
city of Los Augeles is to sit around the 
hotelB, and form their impressions of the 
placa by a partial and fractional observa­ 
tion. 
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all aloug 
persisted 
in preaching. 
The more we stimulate production and 
develop our latent resources, the moro 
attractive will our section become to 
strangers. We should lop off all impor­ 
tation of articles we can produce our 
selves by producing them . This will 
give us capital by enabling us to keup a' 
home all the capital that comes here 
and all that we derive from the produ: 
lions we sell abroad. By following out 
this rule there would soon be a plethora 
of money here. Increase creates in­ 
crease, and the community or individual 
that lives within its own resources will 
soon have capital to extend its possibil 
ities. W hen we are told that it 
cheaper to buy some 
things 
abroad that we could produce here 
than to produce them ourselves, we say 
that the cheapness is a delusion. As 
long as we have lands that are capable 
of producing what we import, and fail to 
do so, we not only contribute to our in­ 
jury by discouraging their utilization 
but we dim inish our power to pr igress 
by lessening our means of developing our 
resources. Every acre of raw land 
brought into cultivation increases our 
power and advances us a step on the road 
to prosperity. Los Angeles should abso­ 
lutely import nothing that her soil 
can produce. If our industrial en­ 
ergies were properly directed upon 
this 
maxim , 
it 
would 
not 
be 
many years before there woul i be a kind 
of prosperity here that would attract so 
great attention abroad as to turn a tide of 
immigration to us that would give our 
lands a value higher than they have yet 
attained. And this value would be k per­ 
m anent, not a fluctuating one. The best 
advertisement to the stranger is the ocu­ 
lar demonstration of what our lands can 
do. Ii our dairy lands are covered with 
cattle and creameries instead of lying 
waste and idle, the stranger will want 
them . So of our fruit and grain lands. 
It is within our power lo lop off a thou 
sand channels by which money is now 
sent abroad for what we could produce 
here, and to do this is the work to which 
we should all direct our attention. 


howl from those whose principal am use­ 
ment is talking about the high-priced 
lands of Los Angeles county, and yet it 
would seem to be absurd to place a lower 
figure ou the rich bottom lands of the 
Puente and Sin Felipe Lugo ranchos, 
and upon the equally rich lands of the 
Monte, Downey and Rivara. N everthe­ 
less, there are tens ot thousands of acres 
those neighborhoods that can be 
bought for from $103 to $150 an acre, and 
which are dirt cheap at that figure. 
W hat Los Angeles county imperatively 
needs íb increased production. We have 
made considerable progress in that line 
already, but it is only a marker to what 
the next ten years should be made to 
unfold. 


Production and Prosperity. 
In an interview with a newspaper rep 
re*entative, Mr. I. W. Heilman said that 
the people of Los Angeles will advance 
the fortunes of their section more rapidly 
by energetically putting their shoulders 
to the wheel themselves and stimulating 
development and production, than by 
depending upon outside assistance. We 
want population—we want capital. These 
we will g et; but the quickest way to ac­ 
complish the desired result is to throw 
ourselves upon our own magnificent re­ 
sources and compel the prosperity which 
is within 
our reach.

T h ere is so universal a concensus of 
opinion amongst observant people who 
have lately made extensive tours of our 
country that Los Angeles is the liveliest 
and busiest city of its size they have 
seen in their travels, that we accept 
their conclusion as a fact.

The merits of our 
immediate and tributary country are so 
great that any one can see that a city 
which is their commercial and financial 
focus m ust increase indefinitely in wealth 
and population. The productive capacity 
of our back country has hardly been 
touched. 
W ith 
nearly three mil 
lion acres of land in our own county

there is ample reason for the growth 
here of a great city. But beyond this, 
our copimercial possibilities are im ­ 
mensely enhanced by the fact that Los 
Angeles is the natural outlet to the trade 
of all the territory that lies between here 
and Salt Lake.

We may not make a very 
great showing just now in manufactures. 
Twenty-five years ago San Francisco was 
utterly destitute of them . That city got 
its first start in that line from the m a­ 
chinery trade of the Nevada mines. 
Ours will be sent booming ahead when a 
railroad from Salt Lake brings as cheap 
coal and opens up the rich mining dis­ 
tricts that lie between the Sierra Madre 
and the W asatch ranges.

It is a 
cold day when the amount of our real 
estate transfers, even at this tim e of set­ 
tled values, does not equal that of 
whole week of San Francisco’s record of 
sales.

T h ere is undoubtedly a great deal of 
dissatisfaction in this section at the ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Hancock, of Sacra­ 
mento, as Superintendent of the Citrus 
Fair of Southern California by the State 
Board of Agriculture.

The article on Prohibition subm itted 
separately in each State, was adopted in 
both. The article providing for minority 
representation in South Dakota was 
rejected by the people. This is the firft 
instance in the history of the National 
Government of two States (North and 
South Dakota) entering into the Union at 
the same mom ent”

Following is the text oi the prcclama- 
mation admitting North Dakota: 
By the President of the United States of 
America—a proclamation. 
W h ereas, The Congress of the United 
States did by an act approved on the 
twenty-second day of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, 
provide that the inhabitants of the Terri­ 
tory of Dakota might, upon the condi­ 
tions prescribed in said act, become the 
States of North Dakota and South Da­ 
kota, and 
W h ereas, It was provided by said act 
that the area comprising the Territory of 
Dakota should, for the purposes of the 
act be divided on the line of the seventh 
standard parallel produced due west to 
the western boundary line of the Terri­ 
tory, and that the delegatee elected, as 
therein provided, to a Constitutional 
Convention in the district north of said 
parallel, should assemble in convention 
at the time prescribed in the act, at the 
city of Bismarck, and 
W h ereas, It was provided by the 
said act that the delegates elected as 
aforesaid should, after they had met and 
organized, declare on behalf of the peo­ 
ple of North Dakota that they adopt the 
Constitution of the United States, where­ 
upon said convention should be author­ 
ized to form a constitution and a State 
government for the proposed State of 
North Dakota; and 
W h ereas, It was provided by the Baid 
act that the constitution so adopted 
should be republican in form and make 
no distinction in civil or political rights 
on account of race or color, except as to 
Indians not taxed, and not be repugnant

should, by ordinance, irrevocable with­ 
out the consent of the United States

W h ereas, It was provided by said act 
that the constitutions of North Dakota 
and South Dakota should respectively 
incorporate an agreement to be reached 
in accordance to the provisions of the act 
for the equitable division of all tho public 
records, and also for the apportionment 
of the debts and liabilities of said Terri­ 
tory, and that each of the said States 
should obligate itself to pay its proportion 
of each debts and liabilities, the aarne as

conditions prescribed in said act; and,

Constitution of tho United States, where­ 
upon said convention should be author­ 
ized to form a constitution and State 
govornment for the purpose of the State 
of South Dakota; and 
W h ereas, It was provided by said act 
that the constitution so adopted should 
be republican in form, and make no dis­ 
tinction in civil or political rights on ac­ 
count of race or color, except as to In­ 
dians not taxed, and not to be repugnant 
to the Constitution of the United Slates 
and the principles of the Declaration of 
Independence, and that the constitution 
should be irrevocable without the con­ 
sent of the United States; and the people 
of said Slates should make certain pro­ 
visions prescribed in said act; and 
W h ereas, It was provided by the said 
act that the constitutions of North Dakota 
and South Dakota should respectively 
Incorporate an agreement to be reached 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
act, for an equitable division of all prop­ 
erty belonging to the Territory of Dakota, 
the disposition of all public records, and 
also for the apportionment of the debts 
and liabilities of said Territory, and that 
each of said States should obligate itself 
to pay its proportion of such debts and 
liabilities the same as if they had been 
created by such States respectively ; and 
W h ereas, It was provided by the said 
act that at the election for delegates to the 
Constitutional Convention in Soath Da­ 
kota, as therein provided, each elector 
might have written or printed on his 
ballot the words "For the S:oux Falls 
Constitution,” or the words, "Against 
the Sioux F»11b Constitution” ; that the 
votes on this question should be returned 
and canvassed in the same m anner as the 
votes for the election of delegates, 
and if the majority of a)! 
the 
votes cast on this question should 
be for the Sioux Fulls constitution it 
should b» the duty of the convention 
which m ight assemble at Sioux Falls 
as is provided in the act to Bubmit to the 
people of South Dakot i for ratification 
or rejection at an election provided for 
in the said act the constitution framed 
at Sioux Falls and adopted November 3, 
1885, and also the articles and proposi­ 
tions separately subm itted at the State 
elections, 
including 
the question 
of 
locating 
the 
temporary 
seat 
of government, with 
such changes 
only 
as related to the name and 
boundary of the proposed State, to the 
reapportionment of judicial and legisla­ 
tive districts and such amendments as 
might be necessary in order to comply 
with the provisions of the act. 
W h ereas, It was provided by the said 
act that the constitution formed for the 
people of South Dakota should be an or­ 
dinance of the convention forming the 
Rame to be submitted to the people of 
South Dakota at an election to bo held 
on the first Tuesday in October, 1887, for 
ratification or rejection by the qualified 
voters of the said proposed State, and 
that the returns of said election should be 
made to the Secretary of the Territory of 
Dakota, who with the Governor and 
Chief Justice thereof, or any two of them, 
shonld canvass the same, and if a major­ 
ity of the legal votes cost should be f ,r 
the constitution the Governor should cer­ 
tify the rem it to the President of the 
United States, together with a statem ent 
of the votes cast thereon and npon its 
separate articles or propositions, and a 
copy of said constitution, articles, propo­ 
sitions and ordinances; and 
W h ereas, It has been certified to me 
by the Governor of the Territory of 
Dakota that at the aforesaid election for 
delegates the "Sioux Falls Constitution” 
was submitted to the people of the pro­ 
posed State of South Dakota as provided 
in the said act; that a majority of all the 
votes cast on this question were "for the 
Sionx Falls Constitution;” that said con­ 
stitution was at the time prescribed in 
the act re-submitted to the peop’o of 
Sjuth Dakota with the proper changes 
and amendments and has now been 
adopted and ratified by the majority of 
the q ialifi¿d voters of eaid proposed State 
in accordance with the conditions pro­ 
scribed in said act; and, 
W h ereas, It is aleo certified to me by 
the said Governor that at the same time 
that the body of said constitution was 
submitted to a vote of the people, two 
additional articles were submitted sepa­ 
rately, to-wit: An article numbered 
24, entitlod‘*Prohibition,” which received 
a majority of all the votes cast for and 
against said ar’ifle, as well as a majority 
of all the votes caBt for and agvinst the 
constitution, and was adopted. An arti­ 
cle numbered twenty-five, entitled, "M i­ 
nority Representation,” which did not 
receive a majority of the votes cast 
thereon, or npon the constitution and 
was rejected; and 
W h ereas, A duly authenticated copy 
of the said constitution, additional arti­ 
cles, ordinances and propositions, as re­ 
quired by the said act, has been received 
by me. Now, therefore, I, Benjamin 
Harrison, President of the United States 
of America, do, in accordance with the 
act of Congress aforesaid, declare and pro­ 
claim the fact that the conditions imposed 
by Congress on the8tate of South Dakota 
to entitle that State to admission to the 
Un ion have been ratified and accepted 
and that the admission of the said State 
into the Union is now complete.

by the two immedi­ 
ately back of him , while the two IndianB 
immediately in front of the Deputy 
wheeled about and secured his gun, with 
which, after killing him , they shot the 
Sheriff, who was being held by their 
companions. 
During the melee the Mexican pris­ 
oner ran forward to the stage, about 200 
yards to the front, and warned Driver 
Middleton. The latter drew his pistol, 
but waa shot twice by the Indians, the 
first bullet ranging torw urdthe top of the 
head, the other passing through the lower 
part of his face. 
After securing the keys to their shackles 
and removing them , the Indians m uti­ 
lated the body of Reynolds by crushing 
his skull in a horrible m anner. They 
then disappeared. 
Middleton after recovering sufficiently 
walked back to Riverside and gave the 
alarm. The Mexican prisoner after he 
had warned Middleton, ran towards the 
hills. 
Ha 
was fired at several 
times but not hit. After the Indians had 
left he secured a horse and rode into 
Florence and gave him self up. 
, 
It is thought that as the Sheriff of 
Pinal county and his poBse are nine hours 
behind the murderers, there is little 
prospects of the latter being captured. 
Three of the Iodians were sentenced 
for the shooting of A1 Sieber, Chief of 
Scouts at San Carlos reservation, in June, 
1887; one for the murder of a freighter 
and the'others for the killing of other 
Indians. 
A dispatch from Iveson says troops 
have been ordered out from Apache, San 
Carlos, Fort McDowell and Lowell to in­ 
tercept the m urderers, if possible.

The session oí the Los Angeles Con­ 
gregational Association on W ednesday 
last was full oí interest. The East Los 
Angeles church, capable of seating 300 
persons, was well filled with delegates 
and visitors. The following additional 
delegates had arrived the day beiore 
and been duly registered : 
Jas. A. W hitaker, Buena P ark ; Mre. 
H. Folsom, Pico H eights; Rev. E. Cash 
and wife, E. Huntly and wife, Edge- 
m ont; I. A. W hite and wife, 8ierra 
M adre; Rev. D. Jenkins, Villa P ark; 
Lyman Chapin, 8anta A na; Rev. A. J. 
Wells, H. W. Mills, J. A. Barrows, Mrs. 
Simonds and J. C. C. H arris, this city; 
R. M. Parker and L. M. Knowles, Eagle 
Rock; A. G. Storrs, Pom ona; Rev. H. 
F. Staat and wife, Pasadena; Dr. H ar­ 
wood, Santa Ana. 
The principal event of the morning 
was an address by Rev. R. G. Hutchins, 
on the subject: “ Shali We Perpetuate 
the Continental Sabbath.” 
He commenced his address with the 
statem ent that California was the only 
State without a Sunday law, but as most 
of our population comes from States 
where they have such laws, our people 
are not prepared to sink into the habits 
which characterise the* Sabbath in 
France, Germany and other European 
countries. Leisure for the well-to-do and 
toil for the poor classes characterize the 
continental Sabbaths. 
In Russia, in 
France, Germany and Spain the same 
thing is to be observed. The well-to-do 
spend Sunday in pleasure and the poor 
kuow no difference between that and 
other days as regards relief from tasks. 
Immorality, vice and crim es of the most 
shocking character exist in all these 
countries, and are directly traceable to 
the non-existence of a day of rest. In 
this State we have more suicides, more 
insanity and more divorces in proportion 
to our population than anj* other State in 
the Union. We also have the continen­ 
tal Sabbath. The two facts have direct 
reference to each other. Destroy the 
religious character of the 8abbath and 
you at once destroy its restfulness. People 
say : "B ut would you keep the poor man 
from going to Saiita Monica or Catalina 
on Snuday who has no opportunity dur­ 
ing the week?” 
If a m an goes to Santa 
Monica or Gatalina the railroad boys 
have to work, or the hands on the 
steam er lose their rest, that this man 
may have pleasure. If we recognize the 
right of the many to spend Sunday in 
pleasure, we ignore the right of the few 
who convey them to the scene of their 
diversion, and our argum ent at once 
falls through. 
But we need not discuss 
at length the disadvantages of the conti­ 
nental Sabbath; they are apparent to all. 
The question is, shall we perpetuate this 
abusive institution ? Society has the in­ 
alienable right of self-protection, and the 
Sabbath, as a day of rest, is a physical, 
mental and moral necessity. 
Dr. Hutchins gave facts and figures to 
show that the non-observance of Sunday 
as a day of rest was not good policy or 
profitable to employers of labor, and was 
liable to reBult in greater oppression of 
the laborers. 
Considerable discussion 
followed the delivery of the address, and 
later in the day the following reeolation 
was passed unanim ously: 
Resolved, That we endeavor to secure 
in onr several municipal corporations 
ordinances requiring the closing of places 
of bnsineBS and amusement, and especi­ 
ally of tbe saloons, on the Sabbath, and 
that we will continue to agitate tbe 
question of a civil Sabbath law until our 
Sabbath rights are protected by State 
legislation. 
The latter part of the morning session 
was given np to reports from tbe various 
churches, from which it appears that the 
denomination is in a particularly flour­ 
ishing condition jast at present. The 
reports were very interesting, but were, 
of course, too lengthy for any special 
mention. The church at East Los An­ 
geles presented the m ost remarkable re­ 
port, by all odds. 
Organized two and a 
half years ago by Rev. J. H. Phillips 
with thirty-two members, it has grown, 
largely through the efforts of its pastor, 
until it now numbers 200. It now has a 
beautiful church building, conveniently 
arranged, with anditorinm, lecture room, 
committee rooms, reading room, and a 
large and convenient addition containing 
a roomy gymnasium, bathrooms and 
kitchen for the use of the young m en’s 
club attached to the church and named 
after the pastor, the "Phillips Club.” 
No debt rests upon the church, and while 
other pastors complain of their inability 
to get the people out to the night service, 
the East Side Congregational church 
cannot accommodate the crowds that 
turn out to hear the popular young pas­ 
tor's evening discourses. 
Another interesting report was from 
the Pomona College, an institution 
where students are fi'ted to enter any 
college in the land, and are able to enter 
the corresponding year at Harvard or 
Yale without additional preparation. 
The institution has an endowment of 
about $150,000 at present, has a magnif­ 
icent corps of teachers, and is becoming 
deservedly popular. 
The event of the afternoon session was 
the address of Rev. A. J. Wells, the well- 
known pastor of the Plymouth church, 
on "The Type of Congregationalism 
Adapted to Oar Necessities.” 
After a 
brief definition of Congregationalism, the 
characteristics of the preeent age were 
described. He said: 
This is an eager, 
waiting, ex­ 
expectant time, when the thoughtful are 


New theology how we fear and hate it. 
But every era in the history of the 
church has had a new theology and 
every man wh > commands attention to­ 
day ' speaks in harm ony with the new 
conditions and demands. 
This address caused % warm discussion 
a hich only ended when the tim e was 
announced for the sermon by Rev. H. 
F. Staat, of Pasadena. 
The evening service was noteworthy 
for an address by Rev. E. E. P. Abbott, 
wherein be presented a version of 
"Looking Backward” taking the view of 
an enlighted Christian of the year 2000 
of the work accomplished in bringing 
about a reign of right instead of 
Bellamy’s dream of equality. Rev. Jas. 
T. Ford delivered an address on "Home 
Missions,” filled with interesting statis 
tics, while music by the choir and 
numerous short addresses filled out the 
programme. 
The delegates to the convention were 
treated during the day to two substan­ 
tia l meals, served by the ladies of the 
East Side church in the roomy and con­ 
venient gymnasium, which had been 
tastefully decorated for tbe occasion. 
THE FINAL SESSION 
Was held on Thursday morning, when 
the time was given up to the Sunday 
school work. R. H . Stone, the Superin­ 
tendent of the Suuday school at Vernon, 
read an interesting paper on "How to ob­ 
tain increased attendance and regularity- 
at the Sunday school.” The co opera­ 
tion of members of the chnrch and the 
parents of the children was declared to 
be a prime requisite. Attractive rooms, 
papers, library books, reward cards, etc., 
were all good aids to the work, but un­ 
less the adults took an interest in the 
work the boys would soon begin to think 
themselves too big to go to Sunday 
school. The Sunday school should be 
the "church” studying the word of God, 
not alone tbe children. Visiting the 
families in the neighborhood of the Sun­ 
day school was also a good plan. 
A paper on the "Special Work of the 
Primary Teacher,” by Mrs. Bennett, 
contained very good suggestions. Sim­ 
plicity of language and an omission of 
all except one main point in each lesson 
was urged. Mrs. W. 8. Andrews’ paper 
on "H ow to Retain the Boys in the Sun­ 
day School” was also good, as well as the 
address by Elder Jenkins, of Villa 
Park. 
Rev. H. P. Case concluded the pro­ 
gramme with an address lull of statistics 
regarding the Sunday school work in 
California, which was attentively lis­ 
tened to. 
A resolution of thanks to all who had 
helped and favored the convention was 
passed by an unanimous vote, and tbe 
convention adjourned at 12 o’clock. Tbe 
delegates then withdrew to the gym­ 
nasium and partook of an ample fare­ 
well lunch.

The Insane Asylum Commissioners 
put in the day and evening yesterday in 
meeting and adjourning at intervals. The 
meetings were usually about half an hour 
in ' ngth, and were too numerous to be 
chronicled separately. At the one held 
just about noon a vote was taken on the 
Rhodes site, and it was decided by a 
vote of three te two to recommend it. 
Brown, of San Bernardino; Kerr, of San 
Diego, and Severance, of Los Angeles, 
voted for, and Fisher, of Santa Barbara, 
and Grant, of Ventara, against the prepo­ 
sition. 
The Rhodes t&ct is situate! five miles 
northeast of the city of San Bernardino, 
near Arrowhead 8prings.
